_ment for the use of their time and 


as whole, all are in one way or 
another producers, and all are sell- 


each persons efforts to get rid of 
his product for money, we get an 
idea of buying and selling. It 
may seem on first thought, that a 
wealthy manufacturer is always 
selling; but in one form or another, 
the whole of the money that he 
gets for his géods is exchanged 
for other goods. He spends it for 
goods in many ways; he ‘pays 
it out for household expenses; for 
horses or books or pictures. No 
one produces and sells simply to 
get money. We work to get mon- 
ey only for what thé money..will 
buy. Money is merely the road, 
and not the place to which the 
road leads. 


Since, therefore, each person 
who is producing is looking for a 
buyer, and since the buyers are 
scattered everywhere, it is a con- 
venience for both buyer and seller 
if some convenient place of meet- 
ing is éstablished. Such a place 
is a market or store. 

Originally pcople held fairs, 
such as are now annually held in 
Russian cities. Every store is 
only a species of these fairs. Ar- 
ticles of all kinds are kept on 
hand ready for thé buyer. If each 
person supplied'all‘hie own wants 
there would be to'need for these 
stores. This state of affairs is im- 
possible, hence the need of places 
where the 3eller can finc the buyer 
with least inconveniense and ex- 
pense. Persons who become mer- 
chants, and devote themselves and 
taeir capital wholly to making it 
possible for the producer to ex- 
change his goods, demand pay- 


capital in this occupation. This 
is a charge which all people must 
pay who deal with merchants. A 
great many people think that the 
middlemen, who like merchants, 
stand between the buyer and seller 
are useless, and that the expense 
of supporting them is unnecessary. 
If, however, they are unnecessary, 
is it not strauge that the world 
continues to make use of them in 
increasing nuwbers ’ Tt must 
seem clear that because there is 
such a division of employment, 
some common place of exchange,’ 
like stores, are needed, and that 
we cannot pet along without them. 
If each person was to try and find 
a buyer for his products, instead | 
of going to one man who made 
a business of purchasing the pro-| 
ducts of many, be would
